Tho
choteau; or. rather palace, (s one of
the maost porfect examplea of the
urchitecture of the seventeentl con-
tury, and was bullt between 1642 and
1851, by Hene do Longuell, on his ns-

DEMANDS ON SPAIN
MADE BY GERMANY

BY LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.
ECRETS have been phenomenally
S well kept in connectlon with the
erisis stlll In progress 'n Europs,
anent the Morocco problem, and, so
far as 1 am aware, no mentlon has
bern made of the demands made by
Germuny Upon Spnln, for the latter’s
lnst remalning African colonles.

It may be recalled that If Germany
precipltated the present crlsis, by
sendlng warships to Agadir, she did no
on the pretext that Spaln had sent
troops to El Kasr and to Larach, with
tho Intentlon of occupying the district
In order to protect Spanish life and in-
terests, Germoany declared that Spain
haod done this by virtue of a secret
treaty with France, concluded when
Theophile Delcasse was Minister of
Forelgn Affairs, and which. concluded
prior to the Algeelras Conference, pro-
vided for o partition of the Moorish
Empire between France and Spaln.
The warshlios waere sent to Agsdlr to
#ee that Germany got her share in the
partition, Subsequently 1t became
known that King Alfonso had sent his
troops to El Kansr at the secrot instign-
tlon of Germany, in order to give ths
latter a protext to g0 to Agadlr.

The Kalser now demands, on the
price of his withdrawa)l from Agadir,
compensation, not alone from Fronce
on the shores of the Congo, but alse
from Spaln, on the ground of the
Delcasse pecret treaty betweon France
and Spain, which, {f Germany retires,
will leave thess two nationa freas to
hecome the preponderant powesrs in
Maroceo. The compensation which Em-
peror Willlam has attempted to ex-
tort from King Alfonso, In order to
recognlze Spain's right to n fres hand
In that portlon o Morocco necorded
to her by the Deloasss secret treaty, Is
the Spanish territory of the Rio AMuni,
on the Gulf of Gulnea, extending from
the Munl to the Campo River, and the
German Cameroons: also the Island of
Fernando Po, and even tha Canarles
Eroup.

Now Hpaln lang ago gave to Franed
the right of pre-emption In the case
of the sale of any of her African enl-

ondes, or adjacent Aslends, and Frapce
would not permit of any surrender of
thess. depsndencles to Germany, while
England would probably prefer even
war with Germany, to aeelng her es-
tablished af Fernando Po, or in the
Conarles. It ls these pretenslons of
Germany to Spain's African posses.
8lons, which ore creatlng so much trou-
ble In the negotintions which are now|
In progress between Berlln, Parls and
London, In the hope of averting war.

We have been eccing & great deal
during the past weok In the dispatches,
of the fnanclol crisly crented by thg
financlal powers of France, In calllng
In gold, and sbove all In calling in
money lpaned to Germany for indus-
trial purposes. Few people, howaver.
have any ldea of the enormous powel
of the money market of London, and
more especinlly of Parls, in determining
matters of International polley In
fact, the two money miirkets, thoga of
Farls and of London, working as they
do generally In unléon, may be sald
to dominats the world,

That this I8 no exaggeration Is
Bhown by an lncldent which accurred
during the Rueslan war with Japoh.
There wes a tlme when almost eveory
day brought news of some fresh dis-
aster to Muscovite arms; and so great
waos the popular alarm ereated theraby,
that the bears determined to tuke ad-
vantage thereof o creats a pgnle
which would have the effect of throw-
ing upon the maerket for snle, at a
rulnous price, all those milllons upen
millions of Russlan securltles held In
France.

This panle, iargely englneered oy
Germen houses, which were anxlous
then, as ever, to embltter the rela-
tlons of France and Russla, and to put
an end to the alllance between the
two countries, was nipped in ths bud
by M. Meurlee de Verneull, president
of the Agents de Change, that s to
say, qf the board of some two or
three score stockholders who under
government charter, have the monopoly
of stockbroking In France. M. de
Verneull, without even consultlng the
hoard—there was no tlme for that—

rather Minfster of Flnance of Frants,
under that grodt statesman. Louis
XIV. was staying nat the Chateau of
Mnlsons, (the mame by which it was
known untll 181%) in 1671, when Bos-

‘#ust brought to him the news of the

death of the Due d'Anjou,

5L Elmon, In hls Memolrs, gives n
graphic description of the De Longueils
nt the Chateau de Mnalsons, and it
was at the chateau that, later on, as
the guest of un eighteenth century
Hens de Longuell, Voltaire gave his
first reading of the “Henrlade,” that he
wrote his tragedy entitled “Marlenne,”
that he almost succumbed to u severs
attack of smallpox, and durlhg his
convalescence nearly burned the ploce
down, by allowlng the chimney to
oatch filre. Not~long afterwardsy this
Rene de Longuell, who firat planted
coffes in Frunce, and who through his
knowledge of chemistry sucoeeded In
Caveloping the most perfect Prussian
blus unt!l then ever sesn In Burope,
alse had smallpox, and sucoumbed, be-
ing Aesply mourned by Voltalre,

In 1777, King Louis XVL's younger
brother, the Comte d'Artols. (after-
warda Charlea X.) purchased the
Chateau de Malsons, and during tha
subsequent twelve yenrs, Louls XV
and Murle Antolnette were frequent
vieltors at the ohateau,

Conilecated by ths Revolution, on
the overthrow of the monarchy, It
was sold at publle auctlon, to &n army
contructor of the name of Lauchere,
from whom It wes bought by Marshal
Lunnes, Duc de Montebesllo, He
caused the entire park to be planted
with poplar trees, In strategival lines,
In remembrance of the victorles in
which he had participated, During
his cccupnncy, and also after his death
during the tenancy of his widow, the
cheteau was frequently visited by Em-
peror Napoleon, und after the latter's
downfal, by Czar Alexander I, nnd by
the other sllled monnrchs who aesisted
in the reatoratlon of the Bourbons.
In 1818 It was purchased frodh the
widowed Duchesss do Montebello, by
tho benker Jacques LafMtte, and It wou
within fts walls thuat he plotted with
Thlers, Miguet and HBeranger, the
HRevolutlon of 1830, and the advent o
the throne of the Orleans dynasty, in
the person of King Louls Philippe.

Durling LafMitte's owWnership it be-
cenmo. known ans Malsons Luffitle, muln-
ly oWlng to his establishment in the
park of a race track, and racing cen-
tre. After Laffitte, it was owned by
the Duc de Eojano, and then By
Russlan, M. Grommey, on whose deatn
It was bought by a real estate dealer,
who was about to tear down the cha-
teau end sell It for bulldlng material,
to. i1l up tho moat und to convert
the entire place Into a colony of cheap
suburban villas, when fortunately the
kovernment Interven#d and purchased
the chateau and & consldernble portion
of the parlk, for use s & museum of
French art of the seventeonth century:
of the tapestries, the furniture, the
Jjewelry, .the palntings, end the sculp-
tures of that age, o prollfic In art
treasures. £
